Pre- 
paring to plant cotton 1s now busily 
engaging everv one. Wheat is looking 
yery fine. The seyere weather some 
weeks pest injured it to a certain 
extent but I am inclined to think the 
thinning was beneficial. 

S. E. ©, Bartow county, writes: 
“W heat is looking fine; fall oats that 
were thcught to be entirely killed, are 
begioning to sprout again with pros- 
pect of a half crop.” 


CARROTS. 

The carrot is one of the most nutritious 
and prolific ot all the root crops. In- 
stances are not unfrequent among the 
northern farmers where twenty to 
thirty tons have been raised to the acre. 
But itis to its superiority as a stock 
food—for milch cows particularly—that 
we wish to call attention. Few articles 
of food are so rich in milk-producing 
properties, and when steamed or boiled 
and fed to milch cows in winter, makes 
butter not inferior in color to that ‘ed 
on clover in summer. Every person 
who keeps a cow should plant carrots, 
if not more than an eighth of an acre. 
They require a very rich, mellow, well 
pulverized soil. Sow in driils fourteen 
inches apart, and thin out the plants to 
five or six inches apart io the drill. 

They may be taken up, housed and 
kept as sweet po'atoes, but this climate 
je not so severe that they may not 
remain in the ground all winter. They 
should be planted this month. 


GARDENING FOR APRIL, 

Planting the garden should be vig- 
orously pushed forward and completed 
this month. This is the month ol 
showers, and by mildness and anifor- 
mity of climate, an t good condition of 
the soil, peculiarly favorable to the 
germination of seeds. In gardens only 
moderately advanced, green peas, 
should, by this time, be as ta!l as your 
hand, have received a thorough work 
ing, been stuck and growing off well. 
Onion sets should be well advanced 
and have been thoroughly worked at 
least twice; cabbege plants set out and 
growing off well, and tomato plants 
ready in the hot bed, to be transplanted 
as coon as danger of frost is past. The 
beds for other seeds should all be pre- 
pared and ready to plant at the first 
favorable opportunity. 

Irish potatoes, ass0on as well up all 
along the rows, say four or five inches 
high, should receive a good “deep 
ploughing between the rows, which 
wi:l give them a good start, leaving ail 
afier cultivation to be done with the 
hoe, gradually drawing up the earth 
from the middle of the rows, each time, 
in ridges. 

Cucumbers, squashes, canteloupes, 
beans, okra, carrots and parsnips, and 
early corn should all be planted during 
‘he montn. Do not forget the cante- 

ipes. What a delicious and health- 
yal adjunct they are to breakfast 
through the sun mer! Select a low 
moist spot, if practicable—new 
ground is best- and prepare 
the ground by deep’ spading 
and heavy manuring—stable manure 
and leaf mould —and plant, the last of 
the month, in hills eight feet apart. 
Thin out to two plants in a hill. 

The lana fur water nelonsshould also 
be prepared this month, ready to be 
planted early in May.

GAP4S IN CHICKENS. 


J. W.8., Barnesvilie, Ga., desires a 
remedy for the gape worm.

“‘T have lost three-fourths of all the 
young chickens hatched. They con- 
tract the disease from the time they 
are a few days old till large frying size, 
and die by dozeus. I have tried vari- 
ous remedies without beneficial rerults.

velops while: the-eggs are still in the 
oviducts and werine tubes, and they 
probably escape by a rupture of the 
integument of the hody of the female. 
Chicks and pculti, when attacke! 
by it, opén wide their mouths, gasping 
for breath, at the same time sneezing 
and attem ting to swallow. This 
affection, slight at first, gradually be- 
comes more and more oppressive, 
until it ultimately destroys the patient. 
Very few recover; they ianguish, droop 
and die. Dr. Wiesenthal, professor - 
Aratomy, at B: timore, accurat ' 
di cribed the disease as early as 1 9: 
aid traced it to its proper origin, 
Various curatiye methods may be em- 
ployed. Dr, Wiesenthal pointed oat 
long ago that the simplest pian con- 
sists in stripping a feataer except 
a small port‘on near the tip. which is 
introduced inte the windpij , twist- 
ed round a few times and withdrawn. 
Several of the worms will be found at- | 
tached to the feather. Although this 
plan, if repeated, often proves entirely 
satisfactory, it occasionally fails to dis- 
lodge all worms. It is more effective 
when the feather is stee in some 
medicated solution, which will destro 
those worms remaining in the wind- 
pipe. Salt, a weak infusion of tobacco 
or oil, is often successfully employed. 
An external application of turpentine 
to the throat is sufficient to tilltie 
worias, but unless much care is taken, 
the bird itself may be killed by the 
drugs employed. In every bad case, 
where immediate suffucation of the 
fowl seems inevitable, the trachea may 
be opened and all worms removed at 
once, When relief will generally follow. 
This surgical operation requires some 
skill, Placing a fewdrops of chloro- 
form upon cotton, and holding it to the 
nostrils, the skin of the néck should 
be djvided with a very sharp knife, 
and the wind-pipe opened bv a longi- 
tudinal slit about a quarter of an inch 
long. The worms are then removed by 
@ pair of small forceps, and the incision 
of the skin is clo with one or two 
stitches. My friend, Dr. N H. Paaren, 
of Chicago, recommends, as the only 
remedy which he found serviceable, 
carbolic acid, both as a preventive and 
as a pretty sure remedy, 

e dissolyes one grain of pure crys- 
talline carbolic acid in tep drops of 
a!cohol, and adds half a dracivm ot vin- 
egar. With a feather stripped as de- 
scribed and moistened with this solu- 
tion, the windpipe is cleared. A few 
twists will dislodge the worms, most of 
which adhere with slime to the feather;

WHO MR, SHARP OWFfs, AND HOW MUCH. 

A reporter Of THs CONSTITUTION Un yesterday 
obtained a fistof the creditors of Sharp. It 
would er @ be proper to publish it, bot it 
aggregates about $11,000. There are several 
names not included in this list. Tne indebted- 
ness on borrowed money must run nearly to 
$5,(00. The panks suffer very little. One is 
caught for $50,000, aud another for an unknown 
amount. Several bank cashiers, or clerks are 
creditors for amounts running from $350 to 
$3,200. Three sporting men lose from $1,2(0 to 
$2.00 each. A bookkeeper loses $4,000, a drum- 
mer $7 0, a photographer $1100 and severul 
clerks lose sums running from $800 to $1 000 
The largest single creditor loses about $8 0v0 It 
appears that Mr. Sharp has borrowed indis- 
criminately, though many of his creditors have 
been dealing with him for years. 

Itis estimated that Mr. Sharp has $30.000 in 
cash and diamonds with him. Some put the 
amount higher—others lower. The above rep- 
resent the average opinion. 

A REWARD AND TELEGRAPH FUND. 

The creditors have raised a fund of $1,250 
which they offer as a reward for the return of 
Mr. Sharp.. This reward is now standing, aud 
the detective agencies of various cities are busi- 
ly at work. There are hundreds of the sharpest 
eyes in America, looking for Atlanta’s jeweller 
this morning. 

A telegraph fund of $100 has been raised, and 
dispatches were seutin ali directions ou yester- 
day. The pursuit will be intelligently and 


vehemently pushed. 
TWO INTERESTING INTERVIEWS 


A reporter of THE CNSTITUTION chanced to 
go into Dr. Taylors drugstore yesterday. when 
the genial medicine man gave him a piece of 
interesting information, says: ‘On last Tuee- 
day George Sharp came into my store, looking 
haggard and miserable, He walked back into 
my Office, and sitting down by the stove, called 
me. He began to ask me all about. poisons 
being anxious to discover which killed th 
surest, quickest and easiest. I joked with him 
at firet, and recommended him to take pruss c 
acid, if he wanted a sure pop, I told him it 
would take a good grip, and never turn loose; 
that it would whip any stomach-pump in the 
world. We talked a while, and I soon saw that 
he was in a terrible state He wasso nervous, 
and h ggard and worn looking that I made 
him takea dore of medicine. While talking, 
he exhibited a great familiarity wiih the vari- 
ous suicides that had taken place here in the 
past year or two. 

“I was very much imp:essed,with his manne, 
and had become suspicious that he intended 
doing himseif harm. On the very next day I 
heard that he had sent for Dr. Knott, and had 
a long talk with him on the same subject.”’
